1936-1937 

The  lirsl  few  weeks  of  high  school  confused 
and  bewildered  us.  Why  were  our  upperclass- 
nien  so  aloof  and  condescending?  After  all, 
they  were  Freshmen  once.

Spring 
came,  and  with  it,  the  Freshman  Play.  '"The 
Princess  and  the  Swineherd"  was  the  first  Fresh- 
man play  that  had  been  given  for  quite  a  few 
years.  Betty  Neff  made  a  winsome  princess  and 
George  Stierer  a  truly  regal  prince-in-disguise.

Next  year  we  could  look  down 
on  Freshmen  as  we  had  been  looked  down  upon. 


1937-1938

Communism,  and  lengthy 
beards — then  conies  Mann-E-Acls,  and  we  par- 
ticipate so  thoroughly  that  we  really  surpass  the 
upperclassmen.  Barner.  Bachmann,  Cash,  and 
^'oo«h\ard  leafl  the  paracle  straight  to  the  end 
of  the  year,  and  our  big  fiance.  Since  we  are 
such  kindly  souls,  we  decide  to  help  llie  floun- 
dering Freshmen  to  the  best  of  our  tremendous 
ability,  and  so  we  collaborate  with  them  and  give 
a  Fresliniore  dance.  A  lack  of  funds  is,  of 
course,  a  minor  reason  for  merging  with  our 
inferiors.  However,  we  still  enjoyed  tremen- 
dously descending  into  the  depths  of  the  briny 
green  ocean  for  our  Deep  Sea  Doodle.  A  good 
time  was  had  by  all,  and  we  anticipate  being 
.luniors,  with  less  homework,  if  possible  more 
cokes,  and  an  equal  degree  of  fun. 
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1938-1939 


Is  it  really  true?  Yes,  we  are  Juniors  now 
and  have  abandoned  our  rhildish  actions.  We 
realize  life  doesn't  seem  bad  at  all  with  Dilley, 
Orth.  Sholtis.  and  Clarke  as  our  leaders.  Of 
course,  it's  great  being  upperclassmen,  but  for 
some  strange  reason  we  sadly  find  our  homework 
increasing.  This  means  we  must  cut  down  our 
daily  visits  to  Jake's.  We  miss  those  stimulat- 
ing cokes  and  tantalizing  sundaes.  We  try  to 
get  a  little  sleep  now  and  then,  but  oh,  it's  either 
a  term  paper  to  do  or  a  poem  to  learn  for  Eng- 
lish. Then  we  are  gracious  too  and  back  our 
Booster  Club  by  complying  with  their  orders  for 
the  first  CCC  week  to  promote  our  manners  in 
school.  So  we  are  kept  busy  each  day.  We  con- 
centrate in  producing  the  rip-roaring  production. 
Huckleberry  Finn.  Everyone  surely  remembers 
Bachmann  as  "Huck".  Fry  and  Smith  as  "Tom 
Sawyer",  and  especially  that  scene  with  the  raft 
floatnig  down  [he  Mississippi.  Yep,  we  did  our- 
seKes  right  proud — we'll  admit  it.  Then  in 
comes  a  whirlwind  of  events — the  struggle  with 
the  Junior  test  and  Mann-E-Acis  with  its  ama- 
teurs facing  a  glaring  audience.  After  removing 
our  costumes  and  make-up,  we  relaxed  at  a 
dance  given  in  the  gym.  Last  of  all,  the  Junior- 
Senior  Prom.  We  helped  the  Seniors  plan  the 
Prom  and  we  were  all  with  them  in  the  Crystal 
Ballroom  to  make  it  a  success — even  that  fierce 
storm  could  not  dampen  our  spirits.  Remember? 
Once  inside,  we  found  ourselves  in  a  new  world 
of  color  and  music.  What  a  gala  evening!  Now 
the  Seniors  are  leaving  us — we  watch  them  file 
across  the  stage  one  by  one  with  their  roses  and 
diplomas.  We  realize  our  turn  will  be  next  and 
now  we  are  determined  to  go  back  with  all 
our  vim,  vigor,  and  vitalit>  to  make  it  an  even 
bigger  year  than  our  first  two  have  been. 


1939-1940 

We  rule  the  school  al  last.  Heads  held  high 
with  a  sense  of  self-importance.  We  elected  our 
officers — and  a  mighty  good  job  we  did,  too. 
picking  Hales,  Olson.  Winsor,  and  Thonisen  to 
lead  us  through  this  final  year  of  school.  Captain 
Robinson  led  his  pigskin  pugilists  through  a 
series  of  hard-fought  games.  And  those  boys 
of  the  hardwood  gave  us  many  outstanding 
games — especially  the  one  with  Hammond  Tech. 
Memorial  Auditorium  is  always  a  merry  place 
on  basketball  nights.  Spring  brings  rain  and 
fashionable  hoods  to  dot  the  campus.  Winter 
saddle  shoes  are  beginning  to  show  a  sign  of 
age.  Saddle  shoes  appeal  to  the  boys  too — 
Wilkins  and  Woodward  taking  the  lead.  We 
spend  our  quiet  evenings  at  the  new  liquorless 
night-club.  The  atmosphere  of  the  Mexican 
Room  seems  to  satisfy  us  all.  The  Mann-E-Acts 
slowly  swings  into  action.  Reynolds.  Fry,  and 
Brownsten  give  a  splendid  act.  The  Three  Benrs. 
Time  is  sneaking  up  on  us.  The  Senior  Play, 
Bunty  Pulls  the  String,  is  started.  With  a  Scotch 
background  and  good  old  Scottish  characters, 
the  cast  stages  a  rollicking  performance.  The 
Annual  Staff  plunges  into  real  work.  We  are 
busy  with  a  brand  new  three  R's — roses,  rings, 
and  robes.  June  first  brings  with  it  the  festive 
Prom.  We  succeeded  in  having  it  at  the  Mar- 
quette Pavilion,  which  furnished  a  beautiful 
spring  setting  for  colorful  gowns  and  happy 
hearts.  Commencement — the  final  moments  of 
our  high  school  career.  We  listened  intently  to 
our  speakers — Ludberg.  Neff.  Sanderson,  and 
Bachmann.  anxiously  awaiting  the  moment  when 
Mr.  Lutz  would  announce  our  names.  Now  with 
thai  fatal  step  taken  we  are  safely  on  the  other 
side  of  the  stage.  Our  diplomas  tucked  tightly 
in  our  hands,  we  heave  a  sigh  of  relief.  Yes, 
we  do  hate  to  leave  dear  old  Horace  Mann.  But, 
now  that  we  have  graduated  at  last,  and  have 
commenced  life  on  our  own,  w^e  look  forward 
with  high  hopes  and  light  hearts  to  the  future. 
Whatever  it  holds  for  us.  we  Horace  Mann 
Alumni  are  well  equipped  to  face  it — with 
courage.

Student  Council 

This  year,  as  always,  the  task  of  the  Student  Council  has  Ijeen  extremely  diffi- 
cult. 

The  work  was  divided  among  four  groups — the  Building  and  Grounds  Com- 
mittee, the  Booster  Committee,  the  Judiciary  Committee,  and  the  Program  Com- 
mittee. While  this  system  was  introduced  primarily  as  an  experiment,  the  pres- 
ent Council  hopes  that  a  new  and  suljstantial  foundation  has  been  laid  for  a 
more  workable  system  of  student  government  in  Horace  Mann. 

Although  reorganization  occupied  the  major  share  of  the  Council's  attention, 
other  projects  were  undertaken  from  time  to  time.  Sheets  were  issued  to  each 
classroom  on  which  all  tardy  pupils  were  requested  to  register.  Signs  directing 
the  traffic  up  and  down  the  staircases  were  put  up  in  an  effort  to  promote  better 
hall  order.  College  and  (Guidance  Days  were  conducted  largely  through  the  co- 
operation of  Council  committees. 
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Mann-U-Script 

If  in  September  or  Octol)er  you  were  approached  and  asked  for  a  quarter  (25c), 
it  was  proljahly  some  |)ersistent  member  of  tlie  Mann-U-Script  staff  tryinf;  to  sell 
a  subscription  card.  This  is  the  first  vear  that  this  system  was  used,  and  it  appears 
to  be  a  success.  Under  the  guidance  of  Co-editor  Bill  Bachmann  the  subscription 
(h-ive  was  carried  on  until  niid-(Xt()I)er  when  the  first  issue  of  the  Mann-U-Script 
was  published.  The  prol)lcm  of  distribution — always  a  headache  for  the  staff — 
has  finally  ])een  solved. 

Mr.  Masters,  the  faculty  advisor  (censor),  who  has  acquired  quite  a  fund  of 
inside  knowledge  conccrnini;  bis  students"  lives  and  their  out-of-school  activities, 
goes  around  with  a  know-it-all  look  on  his  face. 

The  scandal  sheet,  that  ])art  of  the  Mann-l^. Script  which  is  titled  "With  Malice 
Toward  Some",  has  now  become  a  necessary  institution  in  our  school.  The  editors 
of  this  page  are  rated  as  public  enemies,  and  must  make  themselves  scarce  two  or 
three  days  after  each  issue. 

The  final  issue  of  the  paper,  on  May  29.  concluded  the  year's  contract.  With 
steady  improvement  in  all  departments  earning  more  attention  evcrv  vear,  the 
Mann-U-Script  staff  has  good  reason  to  expect  increased  circulation  in  the  future.

With  the  coining  of  the  school  year  in  Septembei*,  the  Horace  Mann  R.O.T.C.
